Former Judge William L. Chambers, of 
Alabama. now a member of the Spanish 
claims commission and once chief jus- 
tice of Samoa, called upon President 
Roosevelt this morning.

During the 
conversation President Roosevelf made a 
remark about the vacant Alabama judge- 
ship.

The president remarked pleasantly thiut 
Judge Chambers’ legal abilities were well 
known. His politics have never been of- 
fensive, and the prospects or his appoini- 
ment are extremely favorable.

line two seconds behind her antagonist, 


but winning on the time allowance con- 
cededby Linvton’s boat by forty-one sec- 
onds. 

For the secend time she has now suc- 
cessfully foiled the attempt of the Irish 
knight to wrest from our possession the 


cup that means the yachting supremacy 


of the world. And plucky Sir Thomas 
Lipton, standing on the bridge of the 
Erin, led his guests in three hearty

Twenty Buildings in the Heart of 
Tampa Are Destroyed. 
Tampa, Fla., October 4.—Twenty builld- 


ings in the heart of West Tampa were 
| burned this morning, with a property loss 


of $200,000. The fire was discovered at 10 
o'clock in the large cigar factory of 
O'Halloran & Co., and, as the water sup- 
ply in West Tampa was inadequate, the 
department from Tampa could not check 
the flames. The fire spread from the fac- 
tory in both directions, and then crossed 
the street, consuming everything in its 
wake until it practically burned itself 
out.

Willemstadt, Curacao, October 4.—The 
correspondent here of the Associated 
Press has received the following message 
from a correspondent in the field, dated 
September 29: 

“With General-Davila’s column of 1,500 
men, with five field guns advancing to- 
ward La Hacha, this road is still fairly 
filled with fugitives and wounded Venez- 
uelans from the fighting of September 
14 and 15 returning as best they may to 
Maracaibo. Davila’s column left Sina- 
maica yesterday morning. General Davi- 
la’s first fight at Curugao was an absolute 
Five Venezuelan battalions of 400 
engaged and the Colom- 
bians are estimated at the same num- 
ber. It 1s now known that General 
Echevarria was killed on the battle field 
and not shot by the Colombians. The 
battalion called the “sacred battalion” 
composed of gentlemen volunteers mount- 
ed. was the first to break and retreat be- 
fore the Colombians.

INSURANCE NOTES. 


— 


Unfavorable legislation in Tennessee 
has seriously affected the fire insurance 
situation in that state within recent 
years. The hostile laws upon the statute 
books, together with the unprofitable fire 
record of the state, have caused many 
companies to withdraw. These with- 
drawals have left a dearth of insurance 
facilities in certain sections of Tennes- 
see. : 

General agents and managers in Atlan- 
ta having jurisdiction in Tennessee report 
that they are constantly receiving appli- 
cations for more campanies from local 
agents who are finding themselves unable 
to place thé business which they secure. 
They state that the companies which 
are now operating in the state do not 
show a tendency to expand their busi- 
ness, and hence the need of new compa- 
nies is imperative. However, it is al- 
most impossible to get new companies 
to enter under the conditions now exist- 
ing. Some agents making applications 
for new companies hold out as an induce- 
ment to the companies that the next leg- 
islature will be sure to improve the in- 
surance by modifying the laws and re- 
moving the prohibitory clauses now in 
Operation. Atlanta managers state that 
this promise has had no weight with the 
home offices, as they prefer to wait and 
get in after the laws are changed rather 
than venture in naw, although by wait- 
ing they are losing much good business. 


The large fire tn Tampa, Fla., raises 
the question as to whether it was a re- 
sult of the long strike and the bad feel- 
ing existing between the different fac- 
tions of cigar-making operatives. Insur- 
ance men are greatiy interested in this 
matter, and will watch with interest the 
investigations as to incendiarism, Such 
a result has been feared for some time, 
fire men have been quietly with- 
drawing from the fleld.

Schley’s Counsel Caused a Stir 
at the Investigation 
Yesterday, 


TOLD HE COULD CALL 
ANY WITNESS WANTED 


Jt Was Then He Said “Summon 
Sampson’’—Lieutenant Hodg- 
son, on the Stand, Tells of 
What Happened at 
Santiago. 


Washington, October 4.—In the Schiey 
naval eourt of inquiry Mr. Raynor, chief 
of counsel for Admiral Schley. asked 
Judse Advocate Lemly to summon ad 


miral Sampson as a witness in the case. 


The request grew out of a difference in 
the construction of a sentence in Admiral 
Sampson's letter to Commodore Schley 
when the fiying squadron lay off Cien- 
fuegos. This is known 4s the ‘Dear 
Schley” letter, and in it as printed in 
the navy department documents supplied 
to the senate the admiral said, after ex- 
pressing his opinion that notwithstand- 
ing the report that the Spanish squadron 
was in Santiago, it were better to con- 
tinue to blockade Cienfuegos and Ha- 
vana. ‘We shall continue to hold Ha- 
vana and Santiago until we receive more 
positive information.” 

During the examination of Commander 
Raymond P. Rodgers, this dispatch was 
under consideration when Mr. Raynor 
expressed the opinion that the word 
Santiago had been inadvertently used by 
the commander in chief, assuming that 
he meant to use the word Cienfuegos, as 
better corresponding with the context. 
As the document was printed there was 
a parenthetical note, to which Admiral 
Schley’s initials were attached, saying 
that evidently the wrong city had been 
mentioned. Mr. Raynor asked Judge Ad- 
vocate Lemly to make this concession, 
but the latter declined to do so, saying 
that he would produce the original of 
Admiral Sampson's dispatch to prove that 
he had said Santiago. Then Mr. Raynor 
said: ‘“‘I cannot take that word Santi- 
ago to mean anything but Cienfuegos. It 
is ah imputation upon Commodre Schley 
and I cannot permit it to rest without 
summoning the author of that dispatch,” 
to which Captain Lemly responded: 


“THEN,” SAID RAYNOR, 
“SUMMON SAMPSON” 


‘I bave told you once before you can 
summon any one you please.”’ 

“Then,’’ retorted Mr. Raynor, “summon 
Admiral Sampson."’

Lieutenant Dyson, when coyrt opened, 
geve information as to how long the 
supply of coal on hand May 26 would 
have held out under forced draft. It 
showed that on May 26 the Brooklyn's 
supply of coal was 952-tons, the Iowa’s 
784 tons, the Texas’ 408 tons and the 
Marblehead's 122 tons. 

Mr. Raynor brought out 
concerning the time the coal on each 
of the vessels would have lasted on 
forced draught, in chasing the enemy's 
vessels, taking the amount of coal on 
each on May 2% and leaving sufficient 
coal to return to Key West. Mr. Raynor 
read the information from Mr. Dyson’s 
tabulated statement showing that the 
Iowa would have consumed 243 tons of 
coal a day, the Massachusetts 180 tons, 
the Texas 160 tons and the Marblehead 
77 tons. That estimate, he said, would 
give the Brooklyn 2.3 days’ chase, the 
lowa a chase of 1.2 days, the Massachu- 
setts 18 days, the Texas three-fourths 
of a day, and the Marblehead two-tenths 
of a day. 

Commander Raymond P. Rodgers, who 
was executive officer of the Iowa, testi- 
fled that before leaving Key West on 
May 26 he had had a conference with 
Sampson. He was told by Admira! 
Sampson that he had received informa- 
tion from the department at Washington 
that the Spanish fleet under Cervera was 
probably in the harbor at Santiago. He 
had, however, not been informed of any 
secret code for communication with the 
Cuban insurgents near Cienfuegos. Com- 
mander Rodgers thought the Iowa could 
have coaled May 26. 

Captain Rodgers related two or three 
instances in which the ships of the flying 
squadron were cleared for action upon 
signal from the flagship Brooklyn before 
May 31, when vessels were discerned in 
the “distance. In each case the vessels 
proved to be American ships. Each time 
the signal was.to clear for action and 
make speed of 12 knots an hour. He also 
told of the bombardment or reconnois- 
Sance of the Cristobal Colon. 

Describing Commodore Schley’s block- 
ade of the harbor at Santiago, Captain 
Rodgers said that the fleet maintained a 
position of 7 or 8 miles out, with “the 
Marblebead and the Vixen inside the 
line. 


CAPTAIN RODGERS 
AT AFTERNOON SESSION 


The afternoon session of the court be- 
gan with Captain Rodgers still on the 
stand. He stated in reply to quéstions 
that he was the senior member of the 
naval board of survey appointed by Ad- 
miral Sampson to examine the wrecked 
Spanish vessels. 

The purpose of this line of examination 
was to bring out the witness’ knowledge

“Tf later it should develop that these 
vessels are at Santiago, we could then 
assemble off that port the ships best 
suited for the purpose and completely 
blockade it. Until we then receive more 
positive information we shall continue to 
hold Havana and Santiago.” 

Mr. Raynor remarked that he supposed 
it would be conceded that the word ‘‘San- 
tiago’’ as given above was 4a mistake and 
that it should be ‘“‘Cienfuegos.”’ 

Captain Lemly replied that he would 
make no such concession and a tilt fol- 
lowed between counsel concerning the 
accuracy of government publications. .It 
closed with an understanding that the 
original document should be supplied to- 


morrow. 
The court asked a number of questions 


of Commander Rodgers, among others 
being one as to whether the Brooklyn #ad 
Texas had been in danger of a collision 
on July 3. 

The witness replied that if there had 
been any such danger he had not seen 
the two ships at the time.

LIEUTENANT HODGSON 
TELLS STORY OF BATTLE 


Tieutenant Commander Albon C. Hodg- 
son, navigator of the Brooklyn, then told 
the story of the battle of Santiago as 
seen from the bridge of the vessel. He 
said: 

“T heard the executive officer, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Mason, sing out, ‘Clear 
ship for action,’ and the crew immedi- 
ately dispersed to quarters, I having 
sounded the general alarm previously. 
The commodore shortly appeared on the 
bridge. We were at that time headed 
to the westward of northwest. I told 
him that there was nothing doing, an 
he said: ‘Go ahead.’ I rang six bells and 
asked if we had not better hold her head 
steady to see what course the Span- 
iards proposed to pursue. I do not re 
member his reply exactly to that, be- 
cause immediately afterwards I told him 
they were evidently making for us, ant 
he said, ‘Go for them,’ and I rang four 
bells and put helm aport. 

“Captain Cook appeared upon the bridge 
at this time, and I told him that every- 
thing was connected up at the conning 
tower and that we were already going 
ahead, and, in fact, we were going ahead. 
The commodore took his position on a 
platform he had built around the con- 
ning tower, where he could be in easy 
communication with the commanding of- 
ficer inside, and I remained on the bridge. 

“The executive officer had given pre- 
viously the order tO’ man the starboard 
batteries. I sang out to him we were 
going into action with port helm and he 
shifted over to the port battery. We 
were then standing for the enemy, and 
as soon as the guns were brought to bear 
Lieutenant Simpson fired a little off the 
port bow, the first gun from the forward 
8-inch turret. From that time on we 
went considerably in toward them. 

“I then went to where the commodore 
was standing to get into the conning 
tower, when I heard him sing out, ‘Loox- 
out, Cook, they are going to ram you.’ 
Captain Cook said he would look after 
that, and starboarded the helm a little 
to parallel the course of the leading ves- 
sel, the Maria Teresa, which had made 
a broad sheer to port. He had hardly 
made that sheer, however, to port before 
he fell off again for the reagson,. appa- 
rently, that a shot was fired from the 
Brooklyn’s 8-inch gun. The Teresa got 
abaft our port beam and helm and was 
ported on the Brooklyn immediately after 
that. We were swinging with port helm. 
I heard the commodore sing out, ‘Hard 
aport,’ or words to that effect, and Cap- 
tain Cook sang out, ‘Helm is aport.’ I 
saw at that time the crucial moment had 
arrived in making the turn, and I sug- 
gested to the commodore that that turn 
would run us into the Texas or very 
close to her.”’ 

“What did you say and what'’was the 
reply?’’ asked the judge advocate. 

“As near as I can remember I said: 
‘Commodore, if you go to starboard you 
will run into the Texas,’ and he said, 
‘Damn the Texas. I cannot nelp that. 
She must look out for herself. He witl 
take care of that.’ And he also said. ‘I 
do not propose to go in any closer and 
subject myself to torpedo attack.’ I ri:g- 
gested then that we back the sturboard 
engine, and he wanted to know

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and I said, ‘Because it would give tl.c 
Texas a wider berth,’ and shorten our 
turning circle. Captain Cook objected to 
this and so did the commodore, tut there 
was a moment’s discussion as to whether 
it would be better to turn that -heurter 
circle with smaller speed, or take the 
larger tactical diameter with faster 
speed. It was decided that it was very 
essential to get around quickly, as the 
leading Spanish ship was then standing 
to the westward and if the Brooklyn did 
not stop her she had a good chance of 
escaping. So the helm was put hard 
aport. 

“T said I would run up on the top of 
the bridge and lookout for the Texas. As 
I was going up I asked the chief quartgr- 
master if he had seen a torpedo boat, 
and he said he had seen one blown up 
by a large shell in the rear. I said I 
had not seen any, as I told the commo- 
dore previously. The helm, however, 
was kept hard aport. The Brooklyn 
swurg clear of the Texas, and brought 
around with helm hurd aport until she 
brought in sight the leading Spanish ves- 
sel, which was then the Viscaya, the 
Teresa having fallen off and gone inshore, 
seeking a berth. As soon as we were 
around at the proper position the helm 
was raised so that we paralleled the 
course of the Viscaya, which, at that 
time, was about 2,400 or 2,500 yards on our 
starboard bow. The Colon was proba- 
bly on the beam, or a little forward of 
the beam; the Oquendo abaft the star- 
board beam. The Cquendo very soon fell 
out and ran ashore on fire, and then we 
devoted our attention solely to the Colon 
|and Viscaya.”’

I thought 
we were going to have a collision very 
likely with the Texas.”’ 

“‘How was the collision avoided from 
what you know of your own knowledge?’ 

“By our getting around so quick we 
passed ahead of her.’’ 

Commander Hodgson also told of the 
interlineation in the Brooklyn's log, when 
the word “port’’ was substituted for 
‘‘starboard’’ in describing the turn of that 
vessel. He thought the change had been 
made the next day. He said it was 
not correct to say that the helm was put 
to port in order to bring the starboard 

battery to bear, the real reason for it 
being to bring the vessel around as quick- 
ly as possible to head off the Spanish 
ships. Still he thought she had made 
the longest turn.

WROTE TO SCHLEY 


Correspondence Between Lieu- 
lenant and Admiral 


HAS BEEN GIVEN TO PRESS 


Hodgson Says the Beport that Schley 
Said “Damn the Texas” Is a 
Grotesque Lie—Denounces 
Newspaper Stories as 
Untrue. 


Washington, October 4.—Copies of cor- 
respondence between Lieutenant Hodg- 
son and Admiral Schley during the pe- 
riod from June 6, 1899, to August 25, 1901, 
were given to the press today with the 
statement that the correspondence will 
be submitted to the Schley court of in- 
quiry by Lieutenant Hodgson while on 
the witness stand. 

On June 6, 1899, Admiral Schley wrote 
Lieutenant Hodgson, inclosing an edito- 
rial from The New York Bun, alleging 
that a colloquy had occurred between 
Schley and Hodgson on the bridge of 
the Brooklyn during the battle of Santi- 
ago, in the course of which the admiral 
is represented to have said: 

‘Damn the Texas—let her look out 
for herself,’’ in reply to Hodgson’s re- 
monstrate against turning the ship to 
starboard. Characterizing this as a “gro- 
tesque lie,’’ the admiral asked Hodgson 
to “write your denial of this oft-repeated 
calumny.” June 8 Hodgson responded in 
a very long letter, dated at the New 
York navy yard, denying he authorized 
the publication of any conversation and 
making an explanation of what he says 
occurred during the battle. He added 
that ‘“‘what was printed as a part of a 
conversation between you and me is sub- 
stantially correct, though not as to the 
manner in which it took place.’ 

He Explains the Loop. 

Hodgson then tells of the rage with 
which the Brooklyn people heard the 
sinister whisper, upon her return to 
Guantanamo bay, that they were “gun: 
shy” and he says that he gave what he 
thought was a true explanation of that 
turn to many officers of the fleet, none 
of whom failed to agree with him. He 
explains that Admiral Schley regarded 
this turn as a strategical maneuver, 
‘looking to the further part the Brook- 
lyn was to play in that day’s battle rather 
than as an effort to avoid interfering 
with the fire of other vessels of the 
fleet. In fact, I thought then, as I think 
now, that the turn to starboard caused 
more interference.’’ 

Then Hodgson gives his explanation of 
the turn. He tells of the belief that ex- 
isted that the Spanish ships outclassed 
the Americans in speed, and that in the 
absence of the Néw York, the Brooklyn 
was the only American ship capable of 
preventing the escape of the Spaniards 
should they pass the fire of the battle- 
ships. The Spanish torpedo boats also 
were to be reckoned with. Therefore, 
says Hodgson, “‘after putting the helm 
to starboard and to port once or twice 
to counteract the efforts of the Theresa 
and Viscaya to get into closer action 
and ram us, and after the leading Span- 
ish ship had reached just a little abaft 
our port beam, you decided to port thg 
helm and turn around fn chase to pre- 
vent the escape of any of the Spanish 
vessels.”’ 

What Schley Did Say. 

Hodgson writes that he suggested that 
the Texas was off their starboard beam, 
and that there was danger of running 
into her and getting right across her 
line of fire and that Schley replied that 
“the Texas would have to loak out for 
that; that it was imperative to get 
around immediately, and by turning to 
port you would get so close to the enemy 
that you would expose yourself to at- 
tack from the torpedo boats; that a 
lucky shot or two by the enemy might 
disable the Brooklyn and that you did 
not propose to run such a risk at that 
stage of the battle, when it was sco un- 
necessary and when s0 much depended 
upon the speed of the Brooklyn.”’ 

Hodgson writes that he then suggested 
backing the starboard engine, ‘‘because it 
would shorten the circle and give the 
Texas a wider berth,’ and that Schley 
replied, after a pause, ‘‘No, because it 
would deaden our speed of turning, and 

e wish to get around as quick as possi- 
ble.”’ 

Hodgson adds: ‘I immediately perceived 
that your cool judgment at this trying 
moment had enabled you to consider the 
results of your decision and then, as now, 
it seemed to me that you had decided 
most wisely, that it was a strategical 
move of the greatest importance and that 
the result of the battle most fully proved 
its wisdom.”’ 

Under date of Washington, June 10, 
1899, Admiral Schley, disclaiming any 
sense of annoyance from the newspaper 
attack, says: ““Of course, you did -not au- 
thorize this and it is this dialogue which 
should be denied. I have no recollection 
whatever of anything of the kind and my 
memory is exceedingly clear of the events 
of that day, fér I never felt in all my 
life less excitement or more steadiness ot° 
judgment than when the dons came out 
that day. When the turn was made the 
Brooklyn was, in my judgment, within 
the distance of their tactical diameter, 
and if it had been made to port we should 
probably have passed into their line, but 
having them exposed to the uninterrupted 
fire of all the ships, so iimportant in the 
earlier moments of the fight, the proper 
strategy of a battle was to avoid interfer- 
ing with that, and, as the sequel shows, 
we made no mistake. Cook really gave 
the order, which I approved, and it is 
possible that your conversation was 
with him, but The Sun’s effort has been 
to promote the notion that you and I had 
a controversy at the critical moment, and 
this is unjust to you and to me. What 
I desire is simply your denial that any 
such colloquy occurred.’’ 

Two letters came June 11 from the New 
York navy yard in answer to this letter. 
In one, very short, Hodgson says: “The 
colloguy published in The New York Sun’ 
and alleged to have taken place between 
you and me on the day of the battle off 
Santiago, July 3, 1998, never occurred.” 

The second letter is 
Hodgson repeats that he told The

Schley Returns Thanks. 
Admiral Schley returns thanks for the 
denial furnished, adding, touching the 


colloquy, “‘your statement that it never | 


occurred is absolutely true.” 

Next in the correspondence is a report 
from Captain Chadwick to the secretary 
of the navy upon inquiry he made by the 
direction of the department into this al- 
leged colloquy. This has been published 
heretofore, including Hodgson’'s state- 
ment that he did not intend to convey 
in his note of denidl, sent at the request 
af Admiral Schley, the idea that no such 
colloquy took place, and that all he 
sought was to refute the allegation that 
a controversy existed at a critical stage 


of the battle. 

Under date of July 4, 1899. Hodgson 
writes from New Y@k to Schley, calling 
attengfon to the newspaper attacks upon 
his veracity on account of these publica- 
tions. He thinks that if these newspa- 
pers were made acquainted with the facts 
in the case, full and ample apologies 
would be made for “their unjust and 
abusive tirades.”’ Therefore, he asks 
Schley to put these facts before The 
Washington Post and The New York Sun, 
or permit him to publish the correspon- 
dence that has taken place between them. 
He repeats that he .understood Schiey's 
request for the denial to be “nothing 
else than a request for a denial of the 
verbal accuracy of the dialogue, and I 
so understood it.”’ 

He did not think that the denial could 
be construed by the public as completely 
and absolutely refuting the entire state- 
ment made by The Sun, or he certainly 
would have written it in much less equiv- 
ocal language. 

Report by Chadwick. 

Here follows another official report by 
Captai@ Chadwick of his examination of 
Lieut t Commander Heilner This 
represents Heilner as 4d ng with 
Hodgson the Brooklyn loop on board 
that ship while the board of ships po- 
sition was at work. Heilner says Hodg- 
son repeated that he was certain that 
the _Brooklyn was nearer the Spanish 
ships than 1,400 yards, as reported by the

This report by Chadwick was transmit- 
ted by Sampson to the navy department,

Next is Admiral Schiey’s reply to 
Lieutenant Hodgson, dated Saugatuck. 
July 11, 189, declining to refer the col- 
loquy to publication on the ground that 
it had been made an official matter of

substance with all the facts to it denijed. 
*** It is rather your recollection of what 
did occur, and with whom it may have 
occurred, which is at fault.” 

July 21, 1899, Hodgson submitted all the 
preceding correspondence to the navy de- 
partment, saying that by the misconstruc- 
tion placed upon his denial, his honor 
and integrity had been reflected upon, 
and, in view of Admiral Schley’s deciina- 
tion, he asks the department to exoner- 
ate him or to permit him to take steps 
to that end. j 

December 23 Hodgson wrote to Ad 
Schley from Newport asking for copies 
of the three letters that he had written 
him concerning the colloquy or falling to 
grant his request, to write a statement 
giving their substance. He desired espe- 
cially the one of June ll, accompanying 
the speeific deniake He earnestly begged 
this assistance to protect himself from 
injustice. Admiral Schley’s answer came 
from Montevideo, March 7.

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Eorporate Limits of City Are 
To Be Extended, 


WILL INCREASE POPULATION 


~ 


Bpecial Committee of Council Now 
at Work Finds Opposition from 
Section Which Object to 
Carry a City Taxation 
to Ensue. 


Savannah, Ga., October 4.—(Special.)j— 
The special committee of the city coun- 
cil having in hand the matter of a 
preparation of a report upon the exten- 
sion of the corporate limits has framed 
one to be presented at the next meeting 
of council. It is probable that the cap- 
tion of the necessary legislation that is 
to be enacted by the general assembly to 
bring about the proposed extension will 

be published early next week. This has 
to be done thirty days in advance of the 
introduction of the bill in the legislature. 
The extension as mapped out is to be no 
slight one. 

The present broken lines of the city are 
to be straightened and the city will be 
practically square. The limits are to be 
extended on every side even northward. 
The SavVannah river has been the boun- 
dary on the north, but the limits are to 
include nearly all of Hutchinson’s island, 
where the terminals of the Seaboard Alr 
Line have been established. 

A protest from the Seaboard and other 
corporations which object to bearing the 
city taxation will be forthcoming, but it 
is not expected that it will be effectual 
in stopping the measure. 

It is estimated by the members of the 
special committee that from 8,000 to 12,000 
people will be added to the population of 
the city by the extension and that some- 
thing like $5,000,000 in taxable property 
will come in. 

The extension southward is to be 2,860 
feet, or ten blocks. The present southern 
limit is Forty-second street, while the 
new limit will be Fifty-second. The ex- 
tension on the western side will be 2,860 
feet from the present line. The extension 


‘on the east will be about the same dis- 


tance.

A home will be purchased in Wayeross 
for those actaull yunable to provide for 
themselves. In this way the ornnts- 
sioners expect to be able to give rehief 
to a greater number of people without 
an increase in expenditures. 

The farm was purchased four vears 
ago from the John B. Cason costae ot 
a cost of $1,200. It contains 480 acres, 30 
of which are now in cultivation. Two 
years ago the main building was destroy- 
ed by fire and a number of small cot- 
tages were erected in its place. The im- 
provements represent about $4,000, making 
the farm worth at the lowest figure about 
5, 000. :

Cotton Brokers of the State Take 
Another View of the Situation 
and Are Inclined to Assert 
That Crop Will Be 
Very Good. 


Jackson, Miss., October 4.—(Special.)— 
Captain J. M. Parchman, warden of the 
penitentiary and one of the closest ob- 
servers of crop conditions in Mississippi, 
is inclined to give full credit to the 66 per 
cent estimate of the state crop in the gov- 
ernment monthly report. He states that, 
while there is plenty of cotton at present 
in full bloom in many parts of the state, 
no hope can be held out now that this 
portion of the crop will produce any 
staple, as it is now at the period in its 
development which should have been 
reached fifty days ago. Bolivar county, 
he says, which last year produced more 
cotton than any county in Mississippi, 
the yield being 57,000 bales, will not pro- 
duce over %,000 bales this year. In the 
northern part of the delta, according to 
Captain Parchman, the conditions are 
exceptionally bad. 

Local cotton brokers, however, are in- 
clined to discredit the Mississippi esti- 
mate made by the government, holding 
that it is unreasonable to claim a 22 per 
cent decline since the Ist of September, 
and that the estimate ought to be from 4 
to 6 points higher.

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The Labor Situation. 

The Constitution, having the inter- 
est*of the laboring men sincerely at | 
heart, regrets the controversy now 
rampant between the leaders as a 
consequence of the late steel strike. 
As the men to suffer are those least 
able to take care of themselves, the 
situation becomes pitiful. 

The calling out of the steel workers 
by President Shaffer did not com- 
mand public sympathy. There was 
something about it not understood. 
In calling the strike off, with his forces 
thoroughly demoralized and many of 
them ruled out of work, President 
Shaffer makes a grave charge, to the 
effect that kindred labor organizations, 
after having pledged support, failed to 
give it. He individualizes the charge 
by naming two well-known labor lead- 
ers. 

The men attacked, saying nothing 
of the charge itself, have called for a 
committee of inquiry, and there the 
controversy will drag along. The Bal- 
timore American explains the situa- | 
tion by saying that— | 

Labor organizations would further 
their interests by depriving their repre- 
sentatives of somé of the power with 
which they are vested. To‘no one man 
should be given authority more absolute 
thar that of a czar. He may be upright 
and honorable, but the temptation to pro- 
mote his own ends is strong, and even 
if he does not yield, his judgment is 
easily unbalanced. The strike of the | 
steel workers never had the approval of 
vublic opinion, because the workers were 
satisfied with their wages and their 
hours, and it is pretty certain that a 
strike would never have been declgred | 
had it been left to a representative body 
of the men.

While the 
advance in wages made ris own: opera- 
tives happy and content, ic had precisely 
the opposite effect upon the employees of 
the other mills. They argued to themn- 
selves that if Borden could advance 
wages 5 per cent their employers could do 
the same thing, and they have demanded 
the advance. They have cailed a meet- 
ing for Friday at which will he determi - 
ed whether they shall go cm strike: next 
Monday if the advance is not conceded. 
The belief is that the manufacturers in- 
volved will not make the conc-sston and 
a strike will result.

The Raleigh News and Observer has 
an editorial headed, ‘“Wanted—More Bor- 
dens.’’ That newspaper says: 

The need of independent manufactur- 
ers of character and means in all lines 
is made more apparent by the recent 
notable act of C. D. Borden, of Fall 
River, who advanced the wages of his 
mill operatives 5 per cent because of a 
rise in the price of print cloths. The 
Boston Globe gives him the name of “‘the 
wizard of Fall River’’ and declares that 
hig power to carry out his liberal policy 
toward his employees has the effect ‘to 
startle trust manufacturers’’ with occa- 
sional increases of wages “lies in the 
fact that he is an independent manufac- 
facturer and the slave of no trust,”’ and 
adds: 

“It is said that Mr. Borden's help al- 
most worship him, and he knows that 
in any necessary reverse of the markets 
they would gladly sacrifice to help him 
out. This is reciprocity between capi- 
tal and labor, such as only an independ- 
ent producer can boast of. The people 
will hope to see more of it.”’ 

Two'years ago some laboring men were 
silly enough to believe the fairy tales of 
trust magnates that the creation of 
trusts would result in better wages for 
working men. The events of the past 
two years has made it impossible for 
any man except an idiot to be,fooled by 
such chaff. The trusts as a rule are cre- 
ated to give ‘velvet’ and ‘watered 
stock’’ to promoters and owners. There- 
fore they must press down wages wher- 
ever it is possible to do so. 

The example of Mr. Borden, an inde- 
pendent manufacturer, seems to empha- 
size how much better is the condition of 
labor when employed ky such sensible, 
liberal and broad-minded men of Mr. 
Borden’s type than when employed by 
the gigantic trust which select as its 
agents men who can earn the largest 
dividends on watered stock. 


The power of the south as a cotton 
manufacturing center is aptly discussed 
by The Cincinnati Commercial Tribune: 

The old-time claim of the south that 
“cotton is King’’ is much truer now as to 
that staple’s. place in the economy of 
the southern states than it was even in 
the most prosperous years before the 
war. Then the importance of the prod- 
uct consisted in the cultivation and sale 
of the raw material. Its manufacture 
south of Mason and Dixon's line was 
then of no importance, comparatively the 
only manufactures being of the very 
coarser kinds of cloth used among the 
slaves for clothing. The total capital in- 
vested in 1860 in the states which seceded 
being less than $10,000,000, and even in 1870 
t was but a fraction over $11,000,000, in- 
creasing to over $17,000,000 in 1880. 

It has been within the past eleven years 
that the growth of the cotton spinning 
and weaving industry in the south has 
been most wonderful. During that time 
the number of cotton mills more than 
doubled, going from 336 to 688, while the 
number of spindles increased from 1,819,- 
000 to 6,531,000, manifesting an immensely 
disproportionate enlargement of factory 
accommodation during the past decade 
with a consequent increase in capital in- 
vested wages paid, value of output and 
hands employed, 

While this change in the character of 
the south’s industries from the produc- 
tion of the raw material almost exclu- 
sively to that of manufacture is wonder- 
ful in the ‘rate of its development its 
chief significance is in the amount of its 
staple production consumed by its mills. 
In 1880 it used 546,000 bales out of a con- 
sumption of 2,346,000 by the rest of the 
country, or less than one-fourth the 
amount manufactured by the mills of 
the United States. 

In the year just ended the southern 
mills took 1,620,000 bales, out of a total 
consumption by the mills of the country 
of 3.587.000 bales, or 45 per cent of the 
total worked up by American mills. It 
will not be long at this rate util the 
south will divide the cotton manufactur- 
ing industry with the other states of the 
union, and this generation will probably 
live to see it take the lead in the world’s 
production of cotton textile fabrics. The 
south is fully alive to what this wonder- 
ful development means for it in the fu- 
ture, and the exhibition at Charleston, in 
December, has for its object the founda- 
tion for a trade in American cotton goods 
not onlv with the West India islands and 
South America, but with our Far Eastern 
extension and the Asfatic trade. 

Cincinnati rejoices with the south in 
this wonderful rate of prosperity. In 
ante-hellum days the southern trade of 
our city was its chief sources of wealth 
and our merchants todav are prepared, 
with our increased traffic facilities, to 
sustain the old-time cordial relations and 
to reciprocate in the substantial benefits 
to flow from still more intimate and mu- 
tually profitable business connections.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 
“Poor” vs. “Rich’’ Counties. 
Editor Constitution: 


ed ‘‘Counties That Are Burdens,” 
is stated that at the next meeting of the gen- 
eral assembiy there will be some interesting 


facts presented to that body concerning the 


counties that are a burden to the state. 

Will you kindly publish a few remarks from 
a citizen of one of those counties that are 
regarded as a burden to the state. The charge 
madé against Carroll county in that article is 
that she receives more money in schoo! funds 
and pensions than she r-tuims to che state in 
taxes, 

In thinking of this thing we ought to con- 
sider what is the object of the public school. 
Is it not to tax the rich man’s property in 
order to educate the poor man’s children? 
this is the case, and I am unable to see any 
other reason for public schools, why should any 


one complain when that object i# accomplished. | 


Fulton is a rich county, Carroll is @ poor c.un- 
ty; as a matter of course there will be more 
money sent to Carroll than she payip into the 
state treasury and less to Fulton. " Otherwise 
we could not have state schools on an equality 
throughout the state. If all the counties were 
rich counties we would not need state schools. 
But I suppose the rate of state taxation is 
the same in all the counties, The poor man 
in Carroll with a #mall property pays the 
same per cent on what he owns as* does the 
rich man in Fulton. Now how could the 
present condition be altered without changing 
this equality of taxation, and placing @ heavier 


tax on the poor man tn order to lighten the 
burden of the rich? The plan proposed to 
the last legislature would certainly have had 
that effect if it had been adopted. I am 
sorry that some people are so troubled in their 
minds about these countics like Carroll being 
a burden upon such counties as Fulton. This 
is a many-sided question and we ought to look 
at all sides of it. 

How does it happen that Fulton is so rich 
and Carroll is so poor? Because the pepula- 
tion of Carroll is made up mostly of farmers, 
and that of Fulton mostly of traders. But 
with whom do they trade? Is it not with 
the farmers of Carroll and other poor coun- 
ties? And so the money that pays these taxes 
is drawn through the avenues of trade from 
the farmers in the poor counties whose chil- 
dren attend the public schools, It is not likely 
that Atlanta draws much revenue from Chat- 
ham and Richmond and other self-sustaining 
counties, It is the trade of the poor counties 
that makes Atlanta rich, and so they only 
get back a small portion of *'their own when 
they get more in school funds than they pay 
in taxes, ® 

I think Carroll county could get along with- 
out Fulton as well as Fulton could without 
Carroll and other poor counties. Of course we 
all like to go to Atlanta, and we want to 
go to the fair, and such as that, and when 
we have any money to spend, Atlanta is as 
glad to have us come, as we are to go, and 
we can scarcely pass through there without 
leaving some money. But we could get along 
without these visits and hardly know the dif- 
ference at the end of the year. But if all 
the poor counties should boycott Atlanta. Ful- 
ton county would kpow the difference at the 
end of the year, 

I hardly know whether The Constitution in- 
tended to compliment Chatham or Carroll 
when it mentioned as ‘‘a noteworthy fact that 
Chatham county with forty times as much 
population as Carroll, draws $3,836 for pen- 
sions, while Carroll draws $14,110 for this 
purpose."’ To my mind this is an immense 
compliment to Carroll. We all know that it 
is human nature for everybody to draw a pen- 
sion that can. I have been told that there are 
men in Atlanta who count their money by the 
hundred thousands who draw pensions from 
the state of Georgia. In Carroll, as a general 
thing, they have to be entirely destitute and 
unable to work for a living before they can 
draw a pension. And just to think there are 
over three times as many old confederate sol- 
diers in Carroll as there are in Chatham, 
when Chatham has forty times the population 
of Carroll. Perhaps back in the sixties Car-, 
roll was not regarded as a burden to the state. 

One source of wealth to the counties of Geor- 
gia having large cities that does not reach 
the counties more thinly populated is northérn 
emigration. When the northern capitalist 
comes south he generally goes to a city to in- 
vest his capital. Naturally he hates to be 
taxed to pay a pension to his old enemy the 
confederate soldier or to educate the grand- 
children of the old soldier. He should remem- 
ber that the southern people have been pay- 
ing taxes ever since the war for the benefit of 
the unfon soldfer and be willing to pay his 
part in the expenses of the state of Georgia. 

A great deal of the tax paid by Fulton coun- 
ty is like the guano tax. A large portion of 
the guano used in Georgia is sent out from 
Atlanta, and the tax is paid on it there and 
credited to Fulton county, but everybody 
knows that the man who uses the guano Is 
the one who finally pays the tax on it. And 
these men are scattered all over the poor 
counties, and all the chance their children 
have for education is the five months’ public 
school. 

It has been charged that the publfe school 
system of Georgia Is now In the hands of its 
enemies, and from the efforts that are made 
to injure {ts usefulness, it would appear that 
there is some truth In the accusation.

The position of vice prest- 
dent shall become vacant for the residue of 
the sdministration and the senate shall elect 
from among its members a presiding officer. 
In case of the death or removal of the vice 
president after hi® elevation to the presi- 
dency, the secretary of state shall fill sata 
office,

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SEEKS TO REGAIN PROPERTY 


Mrs. Alice E. Collins Says Her Hus- 
band Was Unduly In- 
fluenced. 

Mrs. Alice E. Collins, through her at- 
torney, F W. O'Bryan, yesterday after- 
noon filed a bill in the superior court 
against J. S. Slicer. The purpose of the 
.bill is to secure the cancellation of a 
-deed which, Mrs. Collins asserts, was 
“procured by Slicer by his influencing her 
husband, J. D. Collins, while he was in a 
state of mental and physical collapse. She 
states that the deed conveyed to Slicer a 
certain tract of land fronting 100 feet on 
the Chattahoochee river for the sum of 

$1,000, while it was really worth $4,000. 

The bill alleges that Mr. Collins has 
been acting as agent fof Mrs. Collins and 
that Slicer induced him to request his 
wife to sign the deed just as her husband 
was on the eve of leaving for Texas in 
search of health. It is stated that the 
deed was secured by the defendant on 
June 27 of the present year and that at 
that time Mrs. Collins did not know the 
mental and physical condition of her hus- 


band. 

It is alleged that the defendant, know- 
ing that Mr. Collins was incompetent 
to make a contract, influenced him as 
above stated. The bill states that at that 
time Mr. Collins was in such condition 
that it would have been dangerous to him 
to vex him by refusing to do anything he

Health Officer J. P. Kennedy must give 
up his quarters in the Empire building 
and content himself with such rooms as 
can be provided for him in the city hall 
building. 

That the rooms provided in the city hall 
are not satisfactory to the health officer 
was apparent from what he said after 
the meeting of the board of health yes- 
terday afternoon at which the action was 
taken. 

The question of changing the quarters 
did not come up unfil the close of the 
meeting. The matter was referred to by 
Mayor Mims, who said it would be neces- 
sary for the health officers to change 
his quarters and move into the city hall. 
He said the finance committee would 
make no appropriation for the rental of 
rooms outside, nor could he, under the 
ordinance relating to the office, approve a 
bill for rent ofthe quarters in the Em- 
pire building. 

“There are two good rooms in the city 
hall which the health officer can use,”’ 
Mayor Mims said, “and the law requires 
that his office shall be in the city hall.’’ 

The rooms referred to are on the second 
floor in the northeast corner of the build- 
ing. One of them is at present occupts#® by 
City Warden Hunter and the other is 
used as a consultation room by the city 
comptroller. 

Under the statement of the mayor there 
was but one action for the board to-take 
and that was to give up the quarters in 
the Empire building. A _ resolution by 
Burton Smith was adopted requesting 
the president of the board, Dr. Jarnagin, 
to make the best arrangement he could 
with regard to sub-leasing or releasing the 
rooms in the Empire with the owners of 
that building and providing that the 
health officer’s office should be moved into 
the city hall and into the rooms mention- 


'ed above or such other more satisfactory 
| quarters as could be found. 


Dr. Kennedy entered a strong protest 
against moving into the rooms desig- 
nated. He objected to the close proximity 
of the toilet room and said the rooms 
were badly lighted. If the board directed 
it he said he would go there, but he would 
object to it very seriously. 

Some of the members of the board 
stated they would be willing to exchange 
their present rooms for those assigned to 
the health officer and Dr. Kennedy said 
this would suit him perfectly. No action 
was taken on this subject however, and 
unless some other change is made the 
health officer will occupy the rooms 
stated. 

Rules for Health Officer. 

A set of rules governing the health offi- 
cer was introduced and read by Dr. FE. 
H. Richardson. No amendments were 
offered and after a brief discussion they 
were adopted in full as follows: 

Atlanta, Sentember !2,. !I190!.—Rule |—The 
office of the health officer shall he kept open 
from 8 a. m, to 5 p. m., his official hours shall 
be from 10 a. m. to 12 a. m. and from 4 p. m. 
to 5 Pp. m. 

Rule 2—It shall be the duty of the health 
officer to keep a record of all vital statistics. 
such as births, deaths, contagious and in- 
fectious diseases, and such other statistical in- 
formation that the board of health may from 
time to time designate as necessary for the 
efficient working of the health department; he 
must report in writing each day to clerk of 
board of health, of all complaints coming un- 
der his supervision, report on all cases/of in- 
fectious, contagious, pestilential and epidemic 
diseases in his charge and any other business 
of his department. 

Rule 3—He shall have charge of all infec- 
tious, contagious, pestilential or epidemic dis- 
eases within the city, under the direction of 
the board of health. 

Rule 4—He shall have charge of the small- 
pox hospital and quarantine station and shall 
have the right to send persons to those in- 
stitutions for treatment and isolation. He 
shall file in writing with the chief of the san- 
itary department all requests for supplies, or 
help needed at smallpox hospital, all pur- 
chases to be made by said chief under in- 
structions from the board of health. 

Rule 5—He shall have the right to destroy 
articles of clothing, bedding or other articles 
likely to be infected or in his opinion are detri- 
mental to public health, in such cases an 
itemized statement of articles confiscated shall 
be filed with clerk of the board of health, and 
compensation for same to be deterMined by 
the board of health. 

Rule 6—He shall have the right to send into 
quarantine persons or baggage, who in his 
opinion have been exposed to diseases likely to 
prove detrimental to public health. 

Rule 7—He shall, upon the request of the 
board of health, make microscopical examli- 
nations of secretions or substances to determine 
the presence of pathogenic bacteria. 

Rule 8—He shall visit twice each year, or at 
such other times the board of health may desig- 
rate, all the public schools, to see that they 
cre constructed and keep in a sanitary condi- 
tion; he shall make a written report of each 
visit to the board of health. 

Rule 9—He shall see that the ward physi- 
clans make monthly reports, with itemized 
statement of work done during months: he 
shall cause the ward physicians to file in writ- 
ing these reports giving work in detail with 
diagnosis and treatment of each case coming 
tinder their observation. 

Rule iQ—He shall attend all regular meetings 
of the board of health, unless excused by the 
president of the board. 

Rule |!—He shall confine himself exclusively 
to the duty within prescribed or hereafter pre- 
scribed and shall riot be allowed to do other 
or private work; he shall familiarize himself 
with all city and state laws now in force on 
sanitation and public health, and enforce same. 


Question of County Cases. 

The only reference that was made to 
the action of the health officer in tréating 
county’s cases of contagious disease was 
by Dr. Floyd McRae. Dr. McRae ap- 
peared before the board and urged that 
contagious diseases in the county and 
the city be attended to by the same offi- 
cer. Every contagious disease in the 
county, he said, is a menace to the health 
of the city. The county cannot afford to 
provide a hospital of its own, and in ad- 
dition to being better able to take care of 
such patients, he said, the city’s action 
would result in the saving of money. 

At the conclusion of Dr. McRae’s state- 
ment Dr. Richardson moved that he be 
tendered a vote of thanks. The motion 
was adopted with one dissenting vote, 
that of Mr. Smith.

May Stop Moving Ashes. 

A petition to the board from a large 
factory requesting that the sanitary de- 
partment remove its waste ashes led to a 
discussion of the question as to whether 
it is incumbent at all upon the board of 
health to remove ashes. The members did 
not appear to think so. It was finally de- 
cided that Mr. Smith should confer with 
the city attorney and if there is no legal 
obligation upon the board requiring them 
to remove ashes they will stop it alto- 
gether. If there is such an obligation they 
will endeavor to get rid of it by ordi- 
narrce. 

This will apply to all big factories, 
office buildings, hotels and large boarding 
houses. The sanitary department is at 
present removing the ashes in most of 
these cases, but will probably stop this 
within a few days, and these concerns 
will have to attend to the removal of 
ashes themselves.

The Hart County Delegation 
Wanted Detective To 
Ferret Qut Mob. 


CHURCH IN THAT COUNTY 
1S ABOUT THIRTY STRONG 


Delegation Was Indignant Over the 
Assault by Masked Men on El- 
ders Stewart and Zundel. 
Governor Refers Them 
to Grand Jury. 


The Mormons of Hart county are stir- 
red up over the treatment by 4 masked 
mob of Elders B. F. Stewart and L. F. 
Zundel, who recently visited the “saints” 
and elders in that county. 

A few days ago these elders wrote a 
letter to Governor Candler, in which they 
stated they had feen whipped by a mask- 
ed mob of about thirty men, and then 
made to leave the county. They appeal- 
ed to the governor for an investigation 
of the matter, and he told them it would 
be necessary to take it before the grand 
jury. 

A delegation of Mormons from Hart 
county called on the governor yesterday 
and urged him to send a detective to the 
county for the purpose of locating the 
men who composed the mob and having 
them dealt with by the courts. 

There were in the party that called at 
the governor’s office O. T. Shirley, of 
Bowersville, at whose 
elders visited: S. M. Garrison, of Hart- 
well, and one of the elders of the church. 
Mr. Shirley acted as the spokesman and 
told the governor the story of how Stew- 
art and Zundel were taken from his 
house, carried into the woods, whipped 
with a buggy trace and then made to 
leave the county. They were indignant at 
the treatment of the elders and called 
on the governor to take some action. 

Governor Candler informed them that it 
was out of his power to send a detective 
to Hart county for the purpose stated. 
They said they knew several of the men 
who composed the mob, and the governor 
advised them to go before the grand jury 
and have indictments found. After the 
men had been indicted Governor Candler 
said he would offer a reward for the cap- 
ture of any who made an effort to get out 
of the way. 

“Tt shall instruct Solicitor General D. 
W. Meador, of that circuit, to go to the 
bottom of this case,’’ said Governor Can- 
dler in speaking of the matter. 

The governor suggested that the Mor- 
mons themselves employ a detective to 
secure evidence against those in the mob 
whom they did not know. 

Mr. Shirley told the governor that the 
Mormon church had about thirty mem- 
bers in Hart county. He said they were 
law abiding and peaceable citizens, and 
felt entitled to the protection of the law. 
The governor assured them that every- 
thing possible would be done to protect 
them from any assault. 


LIEUTENANT BROWN TO GO. 


Received Orders Yesterday Station- 
ing Him at Governors Island, 
New York. 

Lieutenant Hugh Brown, of Atlanta, 
who recently passed a highly creditable 
examination for the regular army, and 
who chose the artillery branch of the 
service, received orders yesterday from 
the war department assigning him to the 
Eighty-third artillery, stationed at Gov- 
ernors Island, N. Y. The assignment is 
one of the most desirable to be had, and 
Lieutenant Brown was yesterday recelv- 

ing the congratulations of his friends. 

The orders directed him to take up his 
quarters for the present at Fort McPher- 
son, where he will be located for two or 
three weeks, and at the end of that time 
he will proceed to his station at Govern- 
ors Island. 

In the examination which Lieutenant 
Brown stood some months since along 
with more than a hundred applicants, he 
came first, and was therefore allowed to 
select the branch of the service he de- 
sired. His choice of the artillery was a 
natural one, as the opportunity for pro- 
motion is greater there than in either the 
cavalry or the infantry.

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FOOTBALL TO BE PLAYED BY 
~ EMORY COLLEGE STUDENTS 


Oxford, October 4.—(Special.)—Football 
will be played at Emory college this fall 
for the first time in four years. In the 
fall of 1897 the game was outlawed on 
account of injuries sustained by several 
students. 

Since then the students have played in- 
terclass games of basketball during the 
winter months. Some excellent teams 
have resulted and basketball of the .high- 
est order has been played, but the game 
has never proven satisfactory to the boys 
on account of the lack of 
Then, too, basketball is a game which 
is generally played in girls’ schools. 

There have been many efforts to get 
the rule prohibiting football repealed, but 
hitherto these efforts have uniformly end- 
ed in failure, due in nearly every case to 
the lack of organization on the part of 
the students in presenting their claims. 
This year, howeve?, the boys went about 
the matter in a determined way, a peti- 
tion to the faculty asking for the repeal 
of the prohibitory rule being formulated, 
and to this petition the signature of ev- 
ery student in college was affixed, a com- 
mittee of students was sent to the faculty 
with the petition and the students won. 

The faculty in repealing the rule placed 
two conditions upon the game. First 
that no student shall engage in it who 
has not written permission from his pa- 
rents, and second that the games shall 
be played under the direction of Profes- 
sor F. Clyde Brown, of the department 
of physical culture. 

Professor Brown has done much for ath- 
letics at Emory. He organized the Em- 
ory College Athletic Association and has 
been an enthusiastic supporter of it ever 
since it was formed. He has introduced

many events at Emory, among them the 
Pentathlon contest and the cross coun- 
try run. He is very popular with the 
boys and they are very glad that he is 
to have active control of the football 
games. Professor Brown is an expe- 
rienced football player, having been one 
of the star halfbacks on the team of the 
University of Nashville for several years. 

There is a good amount of football 
material in college this year and each of 
the four college classes will immediately 
set to work to organize their teams. 
Among the prominent candidates for the 
senior team are Robert Atkins, of At- 
lanta; Verlyn Moore, of Atlanta; Robert 
H,. Timmons, of Atlanta; J. LeRoy Dun- 
can, of Atlanta; J. G. G. Brooks, of For- 
syth, and R. F. Hemphill, of Atlanta. 

The executive committee of the athletic 
association will meet immediately and 
prepare a schedule of games. The com- 
mittee will also make all needful rules 
for the carrying out of the season. A big 
game will be arranged for Thanksgiving 
day, probably between the genior and 
junior teams. :

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CARTERSVILLE MUST WAIT 


Commission Will Not Order New De- 
pot Built Just Yet. 


TWO VOTED FOR MORE TIME 


But Chairman Crenshaw Insisted on 
Requiring the Road to Build 
At Once. 


The railroad commission found yester- 
day that it was somewhat divided on the 
question of a new depot for Cartersville. 
Chairman T. C. Crenshaw introduced and 
insisted. on a resolution requiring the 
Western and Atlantic railroad to build a 
new depot there at once. Commissioner 
Spencer R. Atkinson introduced a substi- 
tute giving the road more time, and this 
was adopted by his vote and that of 


Commissioner Pope Brown. 

The commission had visited Cartersville 
the day before and made a personal in- 
spection of the depot there. It also heard 
the testimony of twenty-five or thirty 
witnesses on the subject. The commis- 
sioners held a meeting yesterday to pass 
upon the matter. 

The following is the resolution Iintro- 
duced by Chairman Crenshaw: 

Resolved. That this case stand continued 
to the next regular meeting of the commission: 
that at said meeting the authorities of the 
Western and Atlantic Railrcad Company be 
required to present to the commission such 
nians and specifications for the remodeling of 
the present denot building. at Cartereville As 
in its #vdement will meet’ the requirements of 
the publie comfort and convenience, fnclud- 
‘nme such plans as they may suggest for the 
dro™ageé of the tracks edjacent to said depot 
building. as well as such plans as'thev mav 
suzeest for relieving the congestion of freight 
ears upon the tracks immediately adjacent to 
said depot building... and as well anch plans as 
thev mav suggest for providing for ingress to 
and egress from’that portion of the station 
npronosed by them to be devoted to tbe accom- 
modation of passengers: and this to the end 
that the commissioners may be advised as to 
the character of the accommodations they shall 
require to be provided by sald comvany. 

Chairman Crenshaw earnestiv advocat- 
ed the adoption of the foregoing resolu- 
tion, insisting that more than twenty- 
five of the most prominent citizens of 
Cartersville had testified to the fact that 
the present structure could not be re- 
modeled or changed to meet the require- 
ments of the traveling public. Further- 
more, he held that the entire building 
was scarcely large enough to accommo- 
date the freights passing through it, and 
that if the business continued to increase 
during the next few years as rapidly as 
it has in the past it would soon be entire- 
ly inadequate to handle the freights. 

Commissioners Atkinson and Brown 
wanted further time to consder the mat- 
ter and decided to give the Western and 
Atlantic an opportunity to present plans 
for remodeling the present station. The 
following is the resolution of Commis- 
sioner Atkinson, which was passed, Chair- 
man Crenshaw voting against it: 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of the com- 
mission that the condition of the Western and 
Atlanta Railroad Company's present passen- 
ger station at Cartersville, Ga.. is inadequate, 
and that the condition of the said road and the 
public comfort’ and safety of the traveling 
public demand the erection of a new and sep- 
arate passenger station in said city of Carters- 
ville. It is, therefore, 

Ordered, That the Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company be and is hereby required to 
erect a passenger station in the city of Carters- 
ville. on the corner of Market street and the 
tracks on .he west side of said raijroad, and 
between the depot of the East and West Rail- 
road of Alabama and Market street, by and in 
accordance with the plans and specifications of 
the present passenger station in the city of 
Dalton, said plans and specifications being the

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AS HIS HOME 


"E.R, Smith" Commits Suicide 
at Schenectady, 
NY, 


GAVE NAMES OF TWO 


STREETS IN THIS CITY 


New York Suicide States That He 
Was a Fugitive From Georgia 
as Result of Murder Com- 
mitted by Him—Po- 
lice Puzzled. 


Shortly after midnight last night Cap- 
tain McCurdy, of the morning watch, 
received a notice of the death by suicide 
at Schenectady, N. Y., of one E. R. Smith, 
who announced before taking his life that 
he was a citizen of Atlanta and had fled 
to eScape trial for murder. 

A dispatch received by The Constitution 
confirming the first notice stated that E. 
R. Smith was a man 60 years of age and 
had for several weeks occupied a menial 
position in the Ellis hotel at Schenec- 
tady. Before committing suicide he re- 
vealed his identity and stated that his 
wife, whose business card was found on 
his person after death, lived at 60 Powers 
street and had formerly resided at 84 
Luckie street. According to the card 
found on the dead man at Schenectady, 
Mrs. E. R. Smith is a dressmaker. 

Investigation by The Constitution at 
both 84 Luckie street and 6 Powers 
street brought out the fact that no 
woman of that name lived; or has lived 
at either number. 

The following special from Schenectady 
tells of the suicide of E. R. Smith: 

Schenectady, N. Y., October 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A man known as E. R. Smith, 
who had been working as a porter in 
the Ellis house, this city, for sev- 
eral weeks, committed suicide this 
morning by cutting his throat from 
ear to ear with a razor. When found 
he was not dead and was taken to the 
city hospital, where he died. 

Several days ago Smith told one of 
the other employees of the hotel that 
he was from Atlanta, Ga., and that he 
could not go back to his home because 
of trouble arising from the shooting of 
a negro. He said the colored man had 
died from his wounds since he had 
fled from Atlanta, and that he was a 
fugitive from justice. His wife lives 
in Atlanta, he said. Among his ef- 
f¢ets was found a printed card an- 
nouncing that Mrs. E. R. Smith, of 
84 Luckie street, was engaged in the 
dressmaking business. This address 
had been canceled and another, 60 
Powers street, substituted. Smith, 
according to papers found in his pos- 
session, had once been prosperous and 
had owned several hotels. He was 60 
years old. 

Police Are Pugzled. 

A hasty review of the recent criminal 
records of the city at police barracks last 
night failed to bring to light a murder 
similar to that referred to by the Sche- 
nectady suicide. 

The puzzling. part of the story is that 
the man who gave his name as E. R. 
Smith, which is evidently an assumed 
one, gave the names of two streets in 
Atlanta, which, though not obscure, are 
not among the best known in the city. 
The numbers on the two streets referred 
to in the telegram are both down in tne 
directory. 

In the list of dressmakers furnished 
in the city directory the name of Mrs. 
E. R. Smith does not appear. [It was 
suggested by the police that Mrs. Smith 
might have given her name in for di- 
rectory use with her given maiden name. 
This, however, is improbable, since her 
business cards read ‘“‘Mrs. E. R. Smith.” 

Until more light is thrown on the mys- 
terious affair and the real name of the 
suicide in Schenectady is ascertained, if 
the one already given is found to be as- 
sumed, the police are powerless to con- 
nect the dead man with any crime com- 
mitted in this part of the state. 


INVESTIGATION IS BEGUN. 


Grand Jury Yesterday Examined the 
Witnesses in Regard to Re- 
ports of Corruption. 

The grand jury yesterday morning be- 
gan the investigation into reports of cor- 
ruption in the city council and several 
witnesses were examined during the ses-

All of the witnesses were asked 
virtually the same character of ques- 
tions.

Death of George W. Hall. 


George W. Hall, 45 years of age, died 
at 6 o’clock yesterday at his home, 4

SPREAD OF SCARLET FEVER 


' 


DUE TO IMPROPER ISOLATION | 


From many parts of the state reports 
have been coming in recently of the ex- 
istence in numerous Georgia cities and 
comnmtunities of scarlet fever. While it is 
claimed that there is nothing of an alarm- 
ing nature in this embryo epidemic, it is 
an undeniable fact, as substantiated by 
the reports, that there is an abnormal 
prevalence of the disease in Georgia at 
this time. 

Relative to this condition and explana- 
tory of the causes leading to it Dr. B. W. 
Bizzell, of this city and a member of the 
Atlanta board of health, last night gave 
some interesting facts. 

‘In the first place,’’ said Dr. Bizzell, 
“the existence of this excess of scarlet 
fever in Georgia may be assigned to two 
causes; first, the mildness of the form 
of disease, and second, the lack of hos- 
pital facilities for the proper treatment 
and isolation of those affected with scar- 
let fever. 

“As in the present condition, where the 
cases are mild, there is little or no care 
taken to prevent the germs from spread- 
ing. Those who are. sufferers from the 
fever are allowed to mingle with others 
who are free from it before recovery is 
complete, They are also allowed to be up 
and about while yet convalescent and in 
this way spread the contagious germs. 
This is especially true in factory districts, 
in smaller towns and in hotels. 

Strict Quarantine Necessary. 

“As to the proper hospital and isola- 
tion facilities, if a patient is kept under 
strict quarantine until’ recovery is com- 
plete, there is little danger of the fever 
spreading. There are few instances in 
the state, however, where these precau- 
tionary measures are taken in a manner 
that results in the suppression of the dis- 
ease, so far as the unaffected are con- 


cerned. 
“In the city of Atlanta two years ago 


there were many 
tients were supposed to have recovered 
and were released from all restraint and 
isolation before desquimation, or{ the 
pealing off of the skin had occurred. The 
tiniest particle of this affected skin ds ca- 
pable of breeding the disease, and in this 
way the germs were spread. 

“The board of health of Atlanta learned 
of this condition of affairs and found it 
necessary to have every 
case thoroughly examined before the card 
was removed from the house. This form 
of inspection reduced the prevalence of 
the disease here very materially. 

‘“‘Later the board of health substituted 
instead of this method 
time limit, placing five 
minimum before the card could be re- 
moved. While this has lessened 
spread of the disease in the city, it has

“As chairman of the committee on con- | 
tagious diseases I come in contact with | 


many patients affected in this way. I find 
that any number of cases go through all 


the stages of the disease to convalescence | 


without being reported to the board of 
health or attended by any physician. it 
may be readily understood from this why 
the disease spreads. 

Small Percentage of Cases. 

“There is no reason at any time why 
scarlet fever should become epidemic in 
Atlanta where the proper isolation is en- 
forced and examination carried out. But 
these requirements should be strictly ad- 
hered to in all instances. 

“IT have advocated during my connec- 
tion with the board of health a hospital 
where cases of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria might be isolated and properly 
treated. I have met with much encour- 
agement in this plan and hope in the 
near future to see the completion of such 
an institution. 

‘In proportion to the size of the place 
we have nothing like as many cases of 
searlet fever in Atlanta as there are in 
many other places in Georgia. The nuin- 


| ber here now is between forty and fifty, 


but at times it has run much higher.”’ 


DEATHS FROM HYDROPHOBIA 
REDUCED FIFTY PER CENT 


The annual meeting of the fellows and 
members of the Georgia Pasteur Institute 
and Laboratory was held yesterday in 
their office at 34 Auburn avenue. 

Benjamin W. Hunt presided. The first 
annual report of the president, Dr. Henry 
R. Slack, of LaGrange, was interesting 
and highly gratifying to the members. It 
showed that during the year twenty-two 
patients had received Pasteur treatment 
for the bites of rabid dogs. All improved 
while taking the treatment and are now 
well, not a single death having occurred. 
During the year preceding the establish- 
ment of the Pasteur institute eleven white 
persons died in Georgia from hydropho- 
bia, while during the past year only five 
died of that dread disease—a reduction of 
over 50 per cent. If all those bitten had 
taken the treatment it is highly probable 
there would have been no deaths at all. 
On the whole the report was very grati- 
fying, as the institufe is well established 
and free of debt.

OW that the regular round of card 
parties is beginning the first of the 


N season characterized by elaborate 
detail, the question is again arising as to 
the advisability of these afternoon func- 
tions concluding with anything more than 
delecate refreshments. 

At a morning card party, 
cludes at 1 o'clock or after, it is not in- 
appropriate, though most unnecessary, to 
serve something more than light refresh- 
ments, as anything more elaborate 
might answer for the midday luncheon of 
the guests.

Last year it was stated at a social 
gathering at the end of the season that 
imore than half the women in society were 
victims of dyspepsia on account of the 
‘irregularity of their meals, although the 
‘majority of Atlanta’s society women who 
yentertain pride themselves on the regu- 
larity of their households.

One who has 
never examined the Indian basket has no 
conception of the character ef the work, 
and yet the Alaskan Indians, who make 
some of the most beautiful baskets in 
the world, were on the point of starvation 
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only last winter. The Pimas, of Arizona, 
manipulate willow in a way thai Is mar- 
velous. They can manufacture anything, 
from a heavy chair to a watch charm. 
The Mokis, the Apaches and the Indians 
of California make a fabric of maidenhair 
fern stems interwoven with cedar roots, 
and many other tribes utilize feathers 
for decorative purposes. We know of one 
case where $800 was paid for one old 
Porsso basket made of interwoven feath- 
ers.’’
